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RESERVES. 

The people of Beaver Hills settlement com- 
plain that further settlement in that section of 
country is greatly hindered by a new regula- 
tion of the lands department which preyents 
the homesteading of timbered land, classified 
as such in the surveyors’ reports. These re- 
ports are incorrect in many Cases, and as a re- 
sult valuable homesteads are being held with- 
out any good reason from settlers who would 
already have taken them up. he difficulty 
has no doubt arisen from the fact that the sur- 
veys having been made nearly ten years ago, 
do not describe accurately the condition of the 
country as it is to-day in regard to timber, as 
fires have converted much of what was heavily 
timbered land into clear prairie. Besides al- 
lowance must be made for the fact that surveys 
were made by contract, and were paid for ac- 
cording to a scale arranged on a basis of a fixed 
payment per mile for prairie. an additional 
amount for brush land and a further amount 
for woods. Naturally the surveyer in his re- 
port did not unduly minimize the proportion 
of wood land, or the size of the timber upon it. 
In view of these circumstances, which should be 
within the knowledge of the lands departinent 
if they are not, before;taking sucha serious 
step as refusing a would be settler the home- 
stead which he desires, the least the depart- 
ment could do would be to officially inspect the 
land, so as to be sure whether or not the re- 
port of the surveyors was accurate. The arbi- 
trary refusal of homesteads to a few intending 
settlers, may seem a small thing to the officials 
of the government, but it is not a small thing; 
it is the most severe blow that can be struck at 
immigration. It is what in 1882 turned the 
tide of immigration “which was then flowing so 
strongly towards the Northwest, and which 
only after the lapse and loss of ten years is 
beginning to flow this way again. The sense of 
injustice felt by a manjwho is refused what he 
is on all hands led to believe himself entitled 
to, isvery deep and will prejudice him more 
strongly against the place or country in which 
he is so dealt with, than any natural advantage 
will counterbalance. He argues: ‘*No matter 
how good the country is, if it is only for my 
neighbor and not for me. I have no use for 
it?” 

A few words as to the general policy of re- 
serving wooded lands may not be out of place. 
In those parts of the Territories where wood is 
scarce such a course, if followed by a proper 
administration of those lands, is wise and in 
the public interest. But in this part of the 
country where wood is everywhere abundant, 
and particularly so throughout the greater part 
of the great area—about six townships square— 
known as the Beaver hills, the same necessity 
for reserving the timber does not exist, and the 
policy of doing so becomes a burden and a 
drawback instead of a benefit. This of course 
does not apply to spruce timber suitable for 
sawing, Which is none too plentiful in any sec- 
tion of the Northwest. It is to be hoped that 
the lands department will see its way, while 
reserving thesawing timber, to give the set- 
tlers the full benefit of the common timber, and 
particularly to provide that noth‘ng be allowed 
to stand in the way of any intending settler 
securing the spot of iand which he desires. 
There is a rush to Northern Alberta now, but it 
should be remembered that one of the greatest 
assistants to the rush is the recent opening up 
of the C. P. R. as wellas the government land 
to settlement on fixed terms. So that when a | 
man sees the land he wants he knows at once, 
without haggling Jew fashion, on exactly what 
terms he may own it.

A NOVEL TRIP. 


Mr. W. Ogilvie, D. L. S., in his report on 
the Peace River and its tributaries, to which 
reference has already been made, says: ‘‘It 
may be of general interest to the public to state 
how easily any one who is desirous of so doing 
can get beyond the Arctic Circle or into the 
Arctic Ocean if so minded. We will presume 
we are in Ottawa, and wish to visit the land of 
the midnight sun. Four days from Ottawa via 
the Canadian Pacific Railway we arrive at 
Calgary, One day from Calgary we arrive at 
Edmonton via the Calgary and Edmonton Rail- 
way. From Edmonton three to four days will 
be required to reach Athabasca Landing, this 
part of theroute (about 100 miles) has to be 
made withthe aid of horses. By timing our 
selves to reach Athabasca Landing about the 
first days of June, we will likely catch the 
steamer Athabasca at the Landing and go down 
to Grand Rapids on her. From Grand Rapids 
it will take three or four days to reach Me- 
Murray, and if weare fortunate enough to catch 
the steamer Grahame there, we will reach 
Chipewyan ina day. Another to Smith. If we 
are fortunate at Sinith’s Landing we can get to 
Smith the same evening we arrive. If we 
meet the steamer Wrigley at Smith, and she is 
bound for McPherson, for which she generally 
starts about the last days of June or tho first 
days in July, we will likely reach McPerson in 
seven or eight days. The steamer has not here- 
tofore gone further down than the delta, but 
it is possible she may in the future go down 
to the Arctic caast and along it a short dis- 
tance. 


From the foregoing we see that even with 
the present facilities, we can reach the Arctic 
Ocean from Ottawa in about 23 days, let us 
say to cover possible contingencies 3) days, 
and return in about 40. 


MILITIA MATTERS. 


The annual report of the militia department 
has been issued. In it Gen. Herbert freely 
criticizes militia affairs in a way to reflect very 
little credit upon Sir Adolph Caron who was 
for somany years minister of militia. He 
urges the re-organization of the staff with 
an executive centralized in his own person, 
and adds that until this is done there will con- 
tinued to exist in Canada, a condttion of mili- 
tary impotence for the defence of her territory 
side by side with, but devoid of a semblence of 
that military body desired in the organization 
which constitutes the living spirit and motive 
power ofsuch a body. He goes on to state 
that much useful work was last year necessari- 
ly set aside in consequence of difficulties aris- 
ing at the outset from the defective staff. 
Dealing with the permanent corps, he says the 
general increase in military crime in the per- 
manent military corps, especially at Winnipeg, 
is attributable to alaxity of discipline. After 
criticizing the present system of governing the 
issue of clothing to the militia he says it is an 
imperative necessity that regiments of the 
active militia be submitted toa process of ad- 
ministrative re-organization. Proceeding in 
true iconoclast style, the general says: ‘The 
condition of a large proportion of the equipment 
in use in the militia is even worse than I have 
already represented. Not only is a great part 
of it worn out with age, but much of that which 
is issued as new is of the worst possible quality. 
Ihave seen saddlery and other equipment 
when issued fresh from store which failed to 
endure the ordinary usage of twelve days 
camp. I have seen boots that had been issued 
to soldiers, the leather of which had no more 
consistency than paper. The condition of 
artillery material in the possession of field 
batteries is likewise worse than I had been led 
to believe. I have now personally inspected 
nearly all the batteries and I find that in many 
cases the carriages which are of an old partern, 
could not be depended upon to bear the strain 
of heavy firing. In some cases they require to 
be entirely renewed.” 


The actual results of the operations of the 
Cauadian Pacific railway for 1892 are officially 
stated as follows: Net earnings, $8,420,347; 
add interest earned on deposits and loan, $203,- 
603—$8,623,950. Deducting the fixed charges 
accrued during the year, $5,102,018, the sur- 
plus was $3,521,932. From this two supple- 
mentary dividends of one per cent. each were 
made, $1,300,000, leaving a surplus carried for- 
ward of 32,231,932. Surplus of previous years 
$,791,599, total surplus carried forward $6,- 
923,541. 


Winnipeg Tribune: There has been consid- 
erable sickness among children for some time, 
but the mortality has not been heavy. Cases 
of infectious diseases are now pretty well under 
control, and in no district are there now any 
number in close proximity, but the cases known 
to exist are scattered in various sections of the 
city. The number reported at the city health 
department the past week were seven of diph- 
theria, fiveof measles, and two of scariet 
fever. 


There is considerable agitation in Chicago 
over the teaching of German in the public 
schools. It is claimed that asso large a part 
of the population is foreign, Bohemian, Scandi 
navian, Italian and Polish are equally entitled 
to consideration. The Chicago Tribune thinks 
that only one language should be taught in the 
schools. 

The Medicine Hat Times says it has it on 
good authority that negotiations have been 
resumed for the purchase by the C. P. R., of 
the A. R. & C. Coy’s railway from Dunmore to 
Lethbridge. In the interests of Medicine Hat 
it trusts it will be a sale this time. 


Thirty-tive tramps recently ravaged the 


lumbering town of Whithaven, Pennsylvania, 
in search of food. 


Cavan & McAbee of Calgary entered a horse 
at the New Orleans races as ‘‘Marksman,” but 
he and his owners were ruled off the turf on 
the ground that he wasnot the horse he was 
represented to be.
